- Widespread in damp open areas (fields, marshes, trenches) - Map - Alopecurus 
seniculatus - COL:100, HUB:330, BSBI:390 
e Avery distinctive grass, the purple anthers giving the flower spikes a purplish look. When growing 
in npasay nee (final PIC) soe ‘lt not see the leaves, but will recognise the heads.

- Widespread, particularly in damp areas or bare ground/stone - Agrostis stolonifera 
- Map - COL:92-6, HUB:302, BSBI:338 
e Forms vary hugely with habitat and may hardly creep at all (covered elsewhere). Often grows 
with the form easily discerned, but among other grasses you may see just the flowering heads. 
e If awned then consider Brc Agrostis vineale or t Agrostis canina, which run in 
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Intermittently in the City (particularly on & near Dean Bridge, and Craiglockhart 
Avenue) Polypogon viridis - Map - coL:94-4, HUB:305, BSBI:114 
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- Widespread particularly disturbed ground - Poa annua - Map - coL:54-3, HUB:166, 


BSBI:198 
¢ This flowers all year round, looking for it in winter will help identification. See: “Whorled’.
